$2,676,000 IN SALES 
BY BREWERIES HERE 


$836,000 in. Revenue Stamps 
Bought by Two Plants in 
Two Months. 


Sale of $2,676,800 worth of beer 
by the two St. Louis breweries, in 
the two months that beer has been 
legalized here, is indicated by the 
records of the St. Lousi Internal 
Revenue Office, showing that 
revenue stamps, at the rate of $5 
a barrel, have been purchased by 
the two breweries to the amount 
Of $836,500. 

The breweries get $16 a barrel 
for their product, and pay the $5 
Federal tax, and State taxes, from 
that amount. The number of bar- 
rels for which the stamps sold will 
provide is 167,300, which at $16 each 
would mean a selling price of $2,- 
676,800. 

Not quite this much beer has 
actually been sold yet, however, as 
the purchases of stamps are kept 
a little in advance of actual need. 

Collector Becker’s office reports 
that, including the barrelage tax, 
$875,833 has been collected as revé- 
nue in the Eastern Missouri dis- 
trict in the period that legal beer 
has been sold. Separate figures 
for the two breweries in this city 
and district, Anheuser-Busch and 
Falstaff, were not disclosed. 

The State Food and Drug Com-

WANTS 5 PER CENT . 
REDUCTION AT ONCE 


Domestic Consumer Now 

Paying More Than Dur- 

‘ing War Period — Lower 
Charge in County. 


Gas rates in St. Louis, now high- 
er for domestic consumers than 
during the war period, should be 
reduced at once, City Counselor 
Hay asserted in a letter and sup- 
porting data filed today with the 
State Public Service Commission at 
Jefferson City. 


Hay requested the commission to 
arrange a conference with the La- 
‘clede Gas Light Co., supplying gas 
in St. Louis, and the city, to be held 
in Jefferson City June 13 or 15, 
and in the event the company will 


tion of 5 per cent, to hold a brief 
hearing within 10 days with a view 
to determining whether such re- 
duction should be ordered. 
Points Made by Hay. 

Points asserted in support of 
the requested reduction are: 

Despite the depression the 
company has made no sacrifice, 
its net return in dollars being 
virtually equal to that of 1923, 
although $1 today has purchas- 
ing power of $1.55 as compared 
with 1923. 

The value of the property on 
which the company is entitled to 
a return “is much less than it 
was in 1923,” due to the decline 
of construction costs, the intro- 
duction of natural gas, and oth- 
er factors. 

The outstanding bonds and 
stock, on which the company has 
regularly paid interest and sub- 
stantial dividends, total approx- 
imately $50,000,000, “which is far 
in excess of the value of the 
property.” 

Domestic rates in St. Louis are 
higher than in St. Louis County, 
whereas they should be lower 
because of the greater density 
of population in the city, mak- 
ing possible lower average cost 
of service. 

The domestic rates are higher 
than during the war period, and 
with the exception of a_ short 
period when the 1929 rates were 
in force, “the rates for 70 per 
cent of the domestic consumers 
are higher than ever existed dur- 
ing Commission regulation.”

ESCAPED PATIENT 
FROM SANITARIUM 
CAUGHT IN DENVER 


Jack de la Casa Said to 
Have Been Identified as 
Robber of Six Places in 
Colorado. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DENVER, June 9.—Jack de la 


Casa, one of six men who escaped 
from the criminal insane division of 
the St. Louis City Sanitarium May 


21, has been arrested here and has 
been identified, according to police, 
as the robber of five drugstores and 
a filling station since May 26. 

De la Casa, known also as Dale 
and Drake, was arrested with a 
young woman who said she was 
Lois Drake for investigation in 
connection with a series of down- 
town robberies. He said he came 
here May 26, admitting he had 
stolen an automobile from Cecil 
Koonce, an attendant, in his escape 
from the sanitarium. He told an 
incoherent story of having partici- 
pated in a holdup in St. Louis May 
21 in which two persons were 
killed. 


De la Casa, ex-convict and former 
wrestler, was the leader of the men 
who escaped from the City Sanitar- 
ium after overpowering a guard 
and slugging another attendant. 
He escaped from the sanitarium 
last February after wrenching two 
steel bars from a window with his 
bare hands, only to be recaptured 
two days later. He was subdued by 
tear gas in March in another des- 
perate effort to escape. 

Two of the men who escaped 
with De la Casa, Raymond Jones 
and Harry Leslie Seel, are still at 
large. Paul Andragnia, 21 years old, 
and John Kaemmerlen Jr., 14, were 
returned by their parents and Carl 
Byington was captured May 24 
on his father’s farm at Farming- 
ton, Mo. Police records here show 
no holdup on May 21 in which 
there was any shooting.

NEW YORK,‘June 9—An In- 
ternal Revenue agent, called as a 
defense witness in the trial of 
Charles E. Mitchell, declined today 


to give testimony on an income tax 
return until ordered to do so by 
the United States District Attor- 
ney, on the ground that “it might 
mean a $1000 fine or that Td lose 
my job or go to jail.” 

The witness was 8S. O. Baradel, 
in charge of the income tax ex- 
aminers in this district. 

Previous testimony had indicat- 
ed that in 1930 the 1929 income tax 
return of Stanley A. Russell, a 
vice-president of the National City 
Co., had been approved in Wash- 
ington after having been ques- 
tioned here because he had failed 
to report hie participation in the 
$1,860,000 ent fund dis- 
tribution in which Mitchell received 
$666,666.67. Mitchell also did not 
report his share, the directors of 
the company having declared the 
money to have been an over-pay- 
ment.to Mitchell and the other of- 
ficers. His failure to do so is the 
basis of one of the indictments 


against him. 

Baradel hesitated when Max D. 
Steuer, defense counsel, produced 
Russell's return and asked him to 
identify it. 

“Fine, Job or Jail.” 
“There are certain methods for 
disclosing such information, but 
this is not one of them,” he said. 

“Well, what is it you want to 
do?” Steuer asked. “I don’t want 
to. do anything,” the witness re- 
plied. “This might mean a $1000 
fine or that I'd lose my job or go 
to. jail.”

“Title I of this bill is a flat, open 
and sweeping repudiation of the 
platform declarations of 40 years.

“Assuming the premise of the de- 
struction of the anti-trust laws for 
the purpose of price-fixing designed 
to artificially jack up prices, and 
you have no logical answer to the 
demand for embargoes to absolutely 
exclude the goods of foreign nations 
from entering at this artificial 
level.

, Exams, to Provide En- 
3 trance to College.

A new pian in ‘education, ‘whicn 
will do away with college en- 
trance examinations for the grad- 
uates of certain high schools and 
academies, has been worked out 
by a n of national scone, 


headed ‘by “Vilford M. Aikin, di- 
rector of John Burroughs School, 
St. Louis County. 
. Under an arrangement effected 
by the commission, and announced 
by its chairman, several .leading 
colleges and universities will ac- 
cept graduates of the 30 or more 
selécted high schools and acade- 
mies, without the usual examina- 
tions, but on their teachers’ state- 
ment as to their -accomplishments 
and interests. 
The new arrangement will take 
effect in 1936, and will continue for 
five years. This will mean that the 
secondary schools will have three 
years in which to reshape their 
courses, to encourage independent, 
self-directed study and ‘creative 
expression. They will not have to 
consider, ds heretofore, the number 
and scrt of credits required by the 
colleges for admission. The _ col- 
leges will not guarantee to accept 
all ‘graduatés of the selected 
schools, but they will base their 
acceptances on statements of the 
teachers as to the student’s achieve- 
ments and development, and not on 
credit-counting. 

A Full-Length Portrait. 


“Instead of taking a snapshot of 
the student, as is dane by the en- 
trance examination, the college 
will get a full-length portrait of 
him or her,” Aikin said in outlin- 
ing the new plan, 

The commission headed by Aikin 
was formed under auspices of the 
Progressive Education Association, 
and its work, which took two 
years, was financed: by the Carne- 
gie Foundation for Advancement 
of Teaching. The 12 other mem 
bers include Dean C. 8S. Boucher, 
University of Chicago; Prof. By E. 
Bode, Ohio State University; Prof. 
Cc. C. Brigham, Princeton Univer- 
sity; Dean H. EB. Hawkes, Columbia 
University; Dean J. B. Johnson, 
University «* Minnesota; and Pres- 
ident Marion E. Park, Bryn Mawr 
College. - : on 

About 200 colleges and univers!- 
ties have given official approval of 
the plan and assurance of co-oper- 
ation, Aikin said: Because in some 


jl cases the r-commendation of facul- 


ties is still ta be approved by trus- 
tees or curators, no list of the co- 
operating universities and colleges 
has been made public. Aikin said 
the list would include large uni- 
versities, both state and privately 
endowed;, many of the best known 
smaller dolleges; and all but one 
of the older Eastern colleges for 
women. 

The list of selected secondary 
schools is nearly complete. It in- 
cludes John Burroughs School, St. 
|Loufs County; Chicago University 
High School; Milton Academy, Mil- 
ton, Mass.; Horace Mann School 
for Girls, New York; Lincoln 
School, New York; and pubiic 
high schools in Altoona, Pa., Bronx- 
ville, N. Y., Winnetka, IL, Pelham, 
N. Y., Madison, Wis., Des Moines, 
la., and Tulsa, Ok. Two or three 
schools in the West and the South 
are to be added. 

.. The Expected Changes. 

Indicating the changes that are 
to be expected in the curriculums 
of the selected secondary schools, 
Aikin said: 

“In most instances, social studies, 
science, literature and the arts will 
be moved into the foreground of 
the picture with substantial enrich- 
ment of factual material. In a num- 
ber of cases a core curriculum will 
be established centering in some 
one generat field of knowledge, 
usually the social studies,. with 
which the work in other fields will 
be integrated. 

“In practically all the plans there 
will be increased correlation and 
interweaving of subjects; special 
encouragement of independent, self- 
directed study, enhanced opportu- 
nity for creative expression through 
writing, dramatics, the graphic and 
‘plastic arts, music and school and 
community affairs, and greatly aug- 
mented attention to individual edu- 
ational guidance. 

“Next September each school will 
inaugurate its new work, begifning 
with the class which enters college 
three years later in September, 1936. 
Each school will keep a full and 
complete record of each student’s 
achievements and development so 
. that both school and college may 
act more intelligently when the 
change from school to college takes 
place. A special committee on rec- 
ords is now at work. 


* Frequent Conferences. 


“There will be frequent confer- 
ences among the schools and they 
will have the ruidance and counsel 
of the directing committee through- 
out the eight-year period. Under 
the supervision of this committee 
the schools and colleges will be 
brought close together for the study 
and guidance of each student so

Blanks for the claims were dis- 
tributed to the 32 schools involved 
several days ago. Gerling hopes to 
have virtually all of them signed 
by next Wednesday. They will be 
filed with liquidating officers of 
the two banks. They ask for pay- 
ment of the deposits in full as pre- 
ferred claims on the ground de- 
posits of minors constitute trust 
unds.

\ [First Class: Pupils Make Everything 
From Screens to Sawdust Collectors 


24 4 Boys and Girls Completing 4-Year Course} 
- From $2,125,000 City Institution Which 
| Now Has 2700 Students. 


Hadley Vocational School, Chan- 
ning and Bell avenues, which oc- 
cupied its new $2,125,000 building in 
November, 1931, will turn out its 
firSt graduating class next week. 
Twenty-four boys and girls are 
cocpleting the four-year course. A 
jformal commencement program 
has not been 
This is unlike any other public 
school in St. Louis. Its pupils are 


Ltto be found more in rooms that 


look like workshops or office than 
in class rooms. They are as likely 
to be encountered th greasy over- 
alls or neat aprons as in conven- 
tional school attire. And they are 
a busy, happy-looking lot, learning. 
trades and office work along with 
general educational subjects. 

An afternoon spent with F. J. 
Jeffrey, Asistant Superintendent of 
Instruction, acting as principal of 
Hadley, shows what the school is 
doing. He starts the visit at the 
office, pointing to a map of the city 
which charts the residences of the 
2700 pupils. They are evenly dis- 
tributed all over town. Officials had 
thought they would come -partficu- 
larly from the morthwestern and 
southwestern sections. 

Profit From the Tea Room. 

_ Then lunch, Jeffrey leads the way 
te a pleasant tea room. The shin- 
ing wooden tables were made a 
year ago by pupils. The menus 
were printed by pupils. The smil- 
ing young waitress is a student of 
the course in cooking, serving and 
restaurant management. The cooks 
are students, but the culinary re- 
sults are good. Other lunchers are 
chiefly teachers, for the general 
cafeteria elsewhere supplies the 
The tea room and 
a small conn g cafeteria clear 
$400.a year profit, not counting the 


teachers’ salaries; the money will 


be used for more equipment. 

. Hadley isn’t as costly to operate 
as it might seem. Jeffrey hopes the 
annual per capita cost may be made 
less than that of academic high 
schools. Already ‘a fifth of the cost 
of supplies for student shops and 
work rooms is paid by sales of fin- 
ished products. Jeffrey looks ‘for 
this source of income to double 
within a few years. The nature of 
the products. and services seeming- 
ly avoids objectionable competition 
with private business. 

Will Make Almost Anything. 

Next the exhibit room—a striking 
display of what these boys and 
girls have done. Any product suit- 
able to the teaching needs of the 
courses will be made. The price 
must cover ‘materials, incidentals 
and an allowance for the upkeep 
of equipment. 3 

A ninth, or beginners’, grade 
building trades room discloses’ a 
variety of carpentry and masonry 
undertakings. The boys use bricks, 
mortar and lumber over and over 
again, so that the cost per pupil 
for supplies is only 25 cents per 
semester. Here lads determine 
whether they would like to take up 
drafting, a particular craft or some 
thing else. The ninth grade for all 
students is for vocational guidance 
and genera! training. The next two 
years are devoted largely to shop 
work and kindred topics and in the 
final year, if the pupil remains, 
‘more emphasis is laid on technical 
aspects. 

In the busy automobile repair 
shops overalled boys are performing 
many of the operations to be seen 
in any big garage. They have stock 
engines to take apart and reassem- 


winding up construction of read- 

ing stands for the blind, which are 

ee together cleverly by slips of 
The Making of Linemen. 

It soon is apparent to the visitor 
that much time is spent by the boys 
and girls in actual, interesting ac- 
complishment of work, not in for- 
mal class-room fashion. Here and 
there are encountered informal 
groups pressed close about a teach- 
er for instruction. 

Boys in a variety of workaday 
attire are stringing wires, bending 
conduits and doing other tasks in 
the electric department. In the 
next room others are learning about 
telephony. They set up instru- 
ments, make  switchboards, and 
yeven climb sawed-off poles, The 
tool rooms were built by the sheet 
metal classes. There is $25,000 
worth of equipment in the motor 
testing room, but it cost only a 
third of that sum. , Installa- 
tion and testing is the chief 
instruction here. A work bench 
was made by pupils from discarded 
home economics course marble 
slabs. Two boys are winding a big 
coll. “It ought to produce 1,000, 
000 volts,” one explains. 

The radio room has an elaborate 
Hadley-built test bench. Old mi- 
croscope cases were used to pro- 
Vide home service radio testing out- 
fits. This is one of the opportu- 
nities students have to make a lit- 
tle money for themselves. 

What the Giris Are Doing. 

Youthful printers are -running 
small presses and “sticking type” 
by hand. One pressman displays 
registration cards for summer 
playgrounds and his companion 
shows yearly programs for an edu- 
cational sorority. 

Girls are found chiefly in: the 
commercial courses—typing,  oper- 
ating calculating and billing ma- 
chines, practicing shorthand and 
the like. Dresses are being made, 


‘with considerable taste and skill, in 


the sewing department. Here 850 
costumes for the school playground 
festival have been manufactured. It 


has been difficult to keep the cew- 


ing classes filled, because of a de- 
mand -om the reviving garment 
trade for students from Hadley. 
Large quantities of clothing have 
been made for welfare agencies in 
| this department, with cloth supplied 
by the agencies. 

It is striking that most of the 
older pupils observed during the 
afternoon seem reasonably adept. 
“We have a policy of ‘work or get 
out’ but fewer give up here than 
at other high schools,” Jeffrey ex- 
plains. The teachers are expected 
to keep in touch with their trades 
or industries, which tends to keep 
the training up-to-date and helps 
obtain donations of equipment. 

The visitor wonders how industry 
and commerce can absorb those 
who study at Hadley. \ Jeffrey 
thinks employment is getting bet- 
ter and has statistics to back hjm. 
During the school year now end- 
ing, total enrollment at Hadley was 
3578, 1414 of these dropped out, of 
whom 528 reported they found work 
and . 60 had finished prescribed 
courses. The principal causes of 
dropping out: Iliness, 120; lack of 
interest, 130; financial reasons, 99; 
leaving city, 77; causes not ascer- 
tainable, 239. In the last six weeks 
250 boys and girls quit the school 
and 200 have reported gaining em- 
ployment.

$604, 408,985 IN 
GOLD IS STILL OUT 


— s Statement Fol: 
lows Reporting of 37 
Names of Holders to Jus- 
tice Department.

WASHINGTON, | June 
spite the Government’s 
prosecute persons holding 
than $100 of gold or gold certifi- 
cates, the amount still in circula- 
tion on May 31 was $604,408,985. 
This was made known today by 
the Treasury’s monthly circulation 
statement a few hours after the 
Department of Justice had turned 
over to its criminal. division for 


possible prosecution the names of 
37 persons who hold $283,064 of the 
metal. 

Since March 8, the circulation 
statement showed, about $800,000,- 
000 of gold had been returned to 
the Treasury and banks. 

There was in circulation on May 
31, $324,395,786 of gold coin and bul- 
lion and $280,013,199 of gold certifi- 
cates. The amount of gold decreased 
$10,500,000 in a month and the cer- 
tificates $43,000,00%. 

A drop of $190,588,822 in the 
amount of money in circulation in 
the month was reported, leaving 
the total $5,812,884,337. At the end 
of the month money in the United 
States totaled $10,173,321,498, a drop 
of $199,000,000 in the month. 


Attorney General Cummings an- 
nounced that in the few days since 
justice agents were set to work in- 
vestigating cases listed by the 
Treasury, several millions in gold 
had been turned in to the Treasury 
in compliance with the act which 
makes it illegal to possess more 
than $100 in gold or gold certifi- 
cates.

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GERMANY HOPES 
WORLD PARLEY CAN 
STOP MORATORUN 


Observers Think Action 
“Will Not Be Taken on 
July 1 If Concessions Are 
Granted at London. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 9.—Germany 
hopes its economic burdens will be 
lightened by world economists and 
financiers next week so it will not 
have to invoke a partial morator- 
jum on credits July 1. 

' Well-qualified observers, in ex- 


pressing this viewpoint today, said 
the suspension of foreign currency 
payments on 80 per cent of the 
Reich's foreign indebtedness, as 
decreed last night, meant Germany 
was sparring for time in the hope 
that concessions would be granted 
at the ‘world economic conference. 

Hopes also are entertained, they 
said, for help from participants in 
the standstill agreement who will 
meet in London next Tuesday, a 
day after the economic conference 
opens. 

Details of Moratorium. 

The moratorium will be on credits 
granted before July, 1931, and in- 
volves interest and amortization 
charges on about  17,300,000,000 
marks,. currently about $4,824,000,- 
000, which Germany admitted it 
could not pay. Debts owed the 
United States Treasury are includ- 
ed, but existing standstill agree- 
ments with private creditors abroad 
are not affected. 

Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, president of 
the Reichs Bank, who announced 
the holiday, has long considered 
the moratorium necéssary. 

Simultaneously with the order 
forbidding foreign currency pay- 
ments, the Cabinet passed several 
related laws ordering German 
debtors to continue paying marks 
into the conversion office until the 
debts are paid.

Most of the household arts had 
their beginnings in the primitive 
home, a bureau bulletin reminds us. 
Canning, however, was a nineteenth 
century discovery, and it originated 
‘as a plan for mass production. Na- 
poleon, to provide for his armies, 
offered a prize for the development 
of some method of preserving per- 
ishable food. A French» chef and 
confectioner, Nicholas Appert, won 
that prize by the success of his ex- 
periments with a process which we 
now know as canning. He- cooked 
the food, ‘then packed and sealed it 
airtight and the food kept for many 
months. Neither Appert nor any- 
body else in his day knew why. 

More than 40 years later the great 
French scientist Louis Pasteur an- 
nounced to the world two important 
discoveries. Micro-organisms pres- 
ent in food, water and air cause 
spoilage of food. Heat destroys 
those micro-organisms, and steril- 
izes the food. Here was the secret 
of Appert’s success. 

| New Developments. 
Since Appert’s time, and especial- 


developments in the canning proc. 
ess. The old-time way was *o 
cook the food, pack it boiling thot 
into hot containers, and seal it 
quickly to shut out air. This is the 
“open-kettle” method and it works 
with fruits and tomatoes, provided 
there is no contamination at the 
moment between packing and seal- 
ing the containers. A later meth- 
is the “cold-pack,” by which the 
food is packed cold and the filled 
container is “processed,” or sterl- 
lized, in a water bath or pressure 
canner. The Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics recommends the “hot-pack” 
method, however, in preference to 
either of these, For the “hot-pack” 
the food is heated jn a minimum 
quantity of liquid, in order to re- 
‘duce the bulk and drive out air. 
Then the containers are packed 
with the boiling hot food and proc- 
essed in a water bath. 

These methods can be used with 
the acid foods, such as fruits, toma 
toes, pickled beets and ripe pimen- 
tos, because the presence of the 
acid together with the boiling tem- 
perature destroys the micro-organ- 
isms that cause spoilage. 

For nonacid foods, such as meats, 
corn, beans, peas, asparagus or baby 
beets, “processing” in the pressure 
cooker is recommended by the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics. In these 
foods, which lack the acid found in 
fruits and tomatoes, much higher 
temperatures are needed to destroy 
the micro-organisms of spoilage 
than are required for acid foods. 
Only with a pressure canner, says 
the bureau, can these higher tem- 
peratures be obtained. 
~ Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1471-F, en- 
titled “Canning Fruits atid Vege- 
tables at Home,” contains specific-di- 
rections on all these points. It can 
be had from the Bureau of Home 
Economics, U. 8. Department of Ag- 
riculture, or from the Superintend- 
ent of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D. C., 
who has it for sale at 5 cents per 
copy. 

A circular of suggestions for the 
equipment and operation of com- 
munity canning centers is availa- 
ble from the bureau free of charge.
